MP champions 
access rights 


A CAMBRIDGESHIRE MP is 
to take a Littleport woman’s 
disability rights campaign to 
Parliament. 

Retired police officer Ma¬ 
ria Stableford, 46, who suf¬ 
fers from mobility issues, 
was left dismayed after be¬ 
ing told to use a different 
train station by rail compa¬ 
ny Greater Anglia earlier this 
month. 

Following her story, many 
other disabled residents 
came forward to tell Ma¬ 
ria they were facing simi¬ 
lar issues with accessibility 
when attempting to use lo¬ 
cal amenities, from public 
transport, to shops, to poorly 
maintained footpaths. 

After speaking to her lo¬ 
cal MP for North East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Stephen Barclay, 
he has agreed to take on her 
case and lobby Parliament 
on her behalf.

He said: “I am very grate¬ 
ful to my constituent Maria 
Stableford for bringing to my 
attention the ongoing diffi¬ 
culties of disabled access at 
Littleport Station and it was 
good to meet her on Satur¬ 
day to discuss this in person. 

“I am very keen at a practi¬ 
cal level to ensure we make 
it much easier for those in 
wheelchairs, with mobility 
challenges and those with 
children’s buggies to be able 
to have the same opportu¬ 
nity to access facilities like 
everyone else. 

“I very much look forward 
to working with my constitu¬ 
ent, to lobby on her behalf, 
and to ensure that the profile 
of disability access is raised 
with relevant organisations.” 


For Maria, her fight to im¬ 
prove facilities for the disa¬ 
bled travellerhavejustbegun. 
Last weekend she attended 
a local residents’ meeting to 
spread awareness that small 
changes to local facilities can 
make a big difference to the 
less able bodied. 

She said: “One of the shops 
where accessibility is trying 
to say the least, has yet to 
respond but new batteries 
have been placed in a bell 
outside of the shop door so 
it’s a start. 

“Through my own plight 
and difficulties, I believe 
I can help other disabled 
residents of Littleport. Often 
the disabled feel vulnerable 
and find it hard to speak out 
which makes me sad. 

“Changes aren’t some¬ 
thing which will happen 
overnight but anything is a 
step in the right direction.”

Draft local plan 
is worrying 

THE latest East Cambridgeshire 
District Council Draft Local Plan has 
been published for consultation. The 
plan proposes about 11,400 homes 
between 2016 and 2036. 

ECDC have advised me much of 
this development will be on greenfield 
sites. In addition, greenfield sites will 
be required for the ever-increasing 
number of out-of-town business and 
retail parks to provide employment 
and services for the resulting increased 
local population. 

How much more of this rural 
county will be covered in concrete 
and tarmacadam? 

How many people's quality of life 
will be blighted for several years by 
the construction of large housing 
developments in this area. 

In many villages, residents commute 
to work in the local towns and cities. 
The transport systems and roads 
currently cannot cope at peak times. 

In the past where villages and 
towns have expanded there has been 
consistent failure by Government 
and councils to provide the necessary 
infrastructure. 

One must query whether the same 
will apply with the current draft plan. 
In the foreword it states East Cambs 
is a rural area with small towns and 
villages and the aim is to make it a 
better place. It also states "We as a 
council are doing a lot already". 

Strange, I haven't noticed, my 
impression is quite the converse. 

The proposed 11,400 dwellings 
can only reduce the levels of wildlife 
habitat. Vast areas covered in 
concrete and tarmacadam are already 
destroying the biodiversity of this 
region. Is it any wonder the range 
of wildlife species is being seriously 
depleted, birds, butterflies, hedgehogs 
etc to name a few. What will remain 
for future generations? 

Since the sites have been proposed 
by developers and landowners 
and not the general public, the site 
choices are somewhat limited and 
not necessarily where the public 
want them. Clearly the developers 
and landowners see the opportunity 
to make a financial killing. We have 
already seen Witchford forced to 
accept 127 unwanted dwellings. 

Referring to Appendix 12 Section 
7.35, Sutton. It states "Sutton has a 
good range of local services, including 
a shop, takeaways, post office, 
doctor's surgery, pharmacy, primary 
school, pre-school, children's centre 
and a number of sports facilities." 

I disagree. My opinion is confirmed 
by the data included in the ECDC 
report "Settlement Hierarchy in East 
Cambs" providing data on the history 
and current status of our settlements 
within the ECDC boundary. Sutton is 
the second largest village in the ECDC 
area. 

On Page 7 the data for the level 
of "village facilities" shows quite 
unsurprisingly Sutton as having a low 
level of facilities despite its large size 
and in contradiction to the ECDC 
statement in the above report. 

Several other sections of this part 
of the report on Sutton bear no 
resemblance to the village I live in. 

Sutton has grown from a small, 
pleasant rural village to the second 
largest in the ECDC area due to the 
numerous estates that have been built. 
It has become a bland uninteresting 


conurbation. Houses have been 
crammed in with few open spaces 
remaining. In this period there has 
been little increase in infrastructure or 
services. 

Do we really need another 300+ 
dwellings? It has already seen large- 
scale development of around 30 per 
cent over the last 15 years. 

Regarding the chosen preferred 
allocation sites for Sutton in the 
report, there is significant disparity in 
the number of dwellings suitable for 
each site. It is important the residents 
can make a decision on realistic 
information for the proposed sites as I 
understand they are to be allowed to 
have a say. 

Land north of the brook is a 
greenfield site and will effectively split 
Sutton into two halves. There will be 
no effective centre to the village. The 
draft plan states 250 dwellings. I have 
heard there could be as many as 600 
dwellings on this site. 

Land east of Garden Close is 
another very pleasant greenfield 
site for 25 dwellings stated in the 
ECDC report. There is a leaflet from 
Endurance Estates proposing up to 60 
homes on this site. 

Land at Brick Lane, Mepal, is again 
a greenfield site which will have little 
effect on Sutton, though the villages of 
Sutton and Mepal will be considerably 
closer to becoming one. 

I am extremely concerned about 
this unrealistic, expensive bureaucratic 
exercise to put more housing into 
areas where there has already been 
significant expansion. 

Another 700 houses will turn Sutton 
into a small town. Infrastructure is 
already lacking and cannot support 
the current population. 

In the past little has been done 
to provide the necessary facilities in 
many towns and villages. Many roads 
are now in gridlock at busy times of 
the day. The heavy traffic has also 
been shown to be causing high levels 
of unhealthy pollution in urban areas. 

Would it not be better to improve 
the current infrastructure to satisfy the 
current population than exacerbate 
the situation with further large levels 
of housing? 

Rather than continuing to push 
more housing into the affluent South 
East there are many other depressed 
areas of the country, with available 
brownfield sites, which are sorely in 
need of investment and more job 
opportunities. Hopefully common 
sense will prevail but I doubt it.

Time bomb of 
zero hours 

I HAVE a very deep concern about 
the large numbers who are currently 
employed on zero hours contracts. 

From time to time the government 
tell us how many people are 
employed when the unemployment 
figures are announced as coming 
down. 

This sounds like very good news 
to those that hear this, but I disagree 
because we also learn that zero hours 
contracts have risen to 905,000-plus, 
and the number of self-employed is 
at an all-time high. 

A person on zero hour contracts 
is not properly employed because 
they have no contract of employment 
setting out the pay and conditions of 


the job. 

As for the increase in self-employed 
it is down to the fact many are unable 
to find jobs in normal manufacturing 
and construction jobs, so they use 
what skills they possess, to go it alone 
to survive. 

In doing so they may supply 
a service and do very well for 
themselves but may not contribute 
as much to the taxman as normally 
employed people. 

In this respect I agreed with 
Philip Hammond in his proposed 
increase in their national insurance 
contributions to make things fairer. 

But that is now history. 

My real point about zero hours 
contracts is this. What happens when 
these people retire at whatever age 
they are now set to do so? 

Can anyone assure me, or rather 
them, that they will get their full 
entitlement of state pension? 

I am concerned for all those 
905,000 zero hours contract workers 
who may not have paid in their total 
contributions of national insurance 
and are very unlikely to have any 
private pension scheme. 

Is this a time bomb that will 
explode for them at the end of their 
working life? 

I think that zero hours contracts 
should be made illegal. 

It is a national disgrace when we 
are being told our country is working 
for everyone and not the privileged 
few, especially those who have had 
the privilege of holding two high 
offices at the same time and others in 
Parliament with other jobs on the side 
as well. 

I believe in one person one 
job, with a proper contract of 
employment.

Investment of over f 8m to 
boost area’s rail network

CAMBRIDGESHIRE railways are set 
to benefit from an £8.8 million cash 
injection, with rail capacity through 
Ely about to take a significant step 
forward thanks to money from two 
local funding streams. 

The project, the first of its kind 
in the UK, will see both the Greater 
Cambridge Greater Peterborough 
Local Enterprise Partnership (LEP) 
and New Anglia LEP fund new rail 
studies into the region, including 
Ely North junction. 

Network Rail will carry out the 
work to outline plans for increasing 
rail capacity and improvements for 
freight and passenger services from 
King’s Cross to King’s Lynn, Ipswich 
to Peterborough and Felixstowe to 
Nuneaton. 

Lucy Frazer MP for South East 
Cambridgeshire and a member of 
the Ely Area Taskforce, said: “I am 
delighted the LEPs have come to¬ 
gether to help progress the develop¬ 
ment of Ely junction to increase the 
train capacity for passengers and 
freight. 

“There has been significant joint

working on this project at every lev¬ 
el including the LEPs, the councils, 
MPs and others. We can now pro¬ 
gress the work and prepare for the 
next phase.” 

The new investment partnership 
hopes to unlock a significant barrier 
to economic growth in the East fol¬ 
lowing a decision to defer work on 
increasing capacity through Ely in 
2015. 

The Strategic Freight Network 


will contribute £2.2 million, while 
£6.6 million comes from the Greater 
Cambridge Greater Peterborough 
LEP and New Anglia LEP to fund the 
work. 

Elizabeth Truss, MP for South 
West Norfolk said: “I am delighted 
that funding has now been con¬ 
firmed by the LEPs for the prepara¬ 
tory work on the Ely North rail junc¬ 
tion along with the adjacent roads 
and level crossings. 

“During the past two years, I have 
held rail summits pressing for all 
parties to work together so that a 
clear understanding of what will be 
needed in terms of costs and design 
can be produced. 

“This is a key infrastructure pro¬ 
ject in the East that will provide a 
fantastic boost to the economy of 
South West Norfolk and the wider 
region as well. ” 

The Ely area currently has five 
railway lines, with an average six 
trains passing through every hour, 
plus an additional service running 
every two hours. 

Though the rail network is com¬ 
plex, there have been calls to signifi¬ 
cantly increase freight and passen¬ 
ger capacity through the Ely area to 
better support local economic and 
housing growth. 


Mark Reeve, chairman of the 
Greater Cambridge Greater Peter¬ 
borough LER said: “Work to im¬ 
prove the Ely North junction is criti¬ 
cal for unlocking economic growth 
across not only the LEP area, but 
across the whole of the East. 

“By working together with New 
Anglia LEP and Network Rail we are 
meeting the Government’s chal¬ 
lenge to fund feasibility work locally 
to accelerate the delivery of this 
scheme.” 

Network Rail’s Anglia route direc¬ 
tor, Richard Schofield praised the 
project as a “a fantastic example of 
the power of local decision making 
and devolution, recognising the in¬ 
vestment needs at a regional level.” 

He said: “By working collabo- 
ratively across industries and 
boundaries we’ve achieved a really 
innovate approach to funding de¬ 
velopment work here. If it demon¬ 
strates a positive business case, the 
upgrades would benefit the region 
for years to come.”

K9 cafe offers lifeline 
to isolated youngsters

A CANINE community cafe in 
Ely is making a name for itself 
as a lifeline for socially isolat¬ 
ed people living in East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire. 

The K9 cafe project was set 
up three years ago by educator 
and social worker Chris Kent, 
who has a background in using 
dogs as therapy for youngsters 
facing social isolation. 

It then grew into a local non¬ 
profit organisation after she 
received money from the Euro¬ 
pean Social Work Fund. 

Chris said: “It’s a community 


organisation now in its own 
right and I try to give them as 
much responsibility as possi¬ 
ble. 

“Because we don’t get huge 
amounts of money, it’s an in¬ 
formal thing, ‘come and be who 
you are ... it’s a safe place’. 

“With people with mental 
health problems their support 
work might bring them for six 
or seven weeks with the idea 
that they will then come on 
their own. 

“We also have adults with 
learning difficulties who come 
on their own or with support 
workers, people with dementia 
too, so it is a really nice commu¬ 
nity spin off and the volunteers 


are all people who experience 
some kind of social isolation 
themselves ... it is fab.” 

The cafe is open to everyone, 
including people who couldn’t 
leave the house without their 
faithful companions, as well as 
people who like dogs but aren’t 
able to keep one. 

Chris added: “All dogs can be 
special and there are plenty of 
dogs for them to cuddle. 

“We had a puppy brought in 
from the RSPCA so everybody 
got to cuddle him.” 

The K9 Cafe runs a weekly 
dog friendly drop-in for people 
and dogs at Ely Cathedral Con¬ 
ference Centre, on Thursdays at 
10am till noon.

Nicole Dobbin, Simon’s wife, who 
is a full-time carer for her husband, 
told the News: “I’m really looking 
forward to it. We’ve been to Cam¬ 
bridge United twice now. The first 
time we went back they announced 
him on the pitch and he really 
enjoyed it. The second time we 
watched the match, which Simon 
still thought was for him. But now 
it will be for him. It really lifts his 


spirits and it’ll be a good day.” 

On March 21, 2015, Simon was in 
the Blue Boar pub in Southend after 
a match at Roots Hall stadium and 
“suspected trouble”. 

He told a friend that they should 
leave Southend. 

The pair walked near the Railway 
pub but were attacked by a group 
from behind, leaving Simon with 
life-altering injuries. 


Nicole added: “The event will 
help bring awareness about thugs 
in football and the damage that can 
be done. If we can prevent some¬ 
one from joining in with football 
violence then it’ll be even better.” 

The charity event has been or¬ 
ganised by Cambridge United fan 
Dave Boughtwood-Eason. 

The main event will see Bought- 
wood-Eason’s XI play an ex-Cam¬ 


bridge United ‘legends’ team. 

The legends team will be led by 
U’s favourite Danny Potter. 

Both teams will feature a mixture 
of ex-professionals and fans. 

Mr Boughtwood-Eason said: 
“Having been a U’s fan for many 
years I’ve witnessed the highs and 
lows at home and away games with¬ 
out any trouble. 

“The news we all received after 



the Southend versus Cambridge 
game in March 2015 shocked not 
only Cambridge fans but all decent 
fans around the country. 

“Whilst this is a change of lifestyle 
no one wishes on any one his wife 
Nicole and his daughter Emily have 
dealt with it the best they can. Their 
reality motivated me and I decided 
along with Ely City FC to hold a 
charity event for Simon and his fam¬ 
ily to raise funds for his needs which 
will be many over his life time.”

Attack intended 
to strike at very 
heart of society 


In her weekly column for Ely News, MP for South East 
Cambridgeshire Lucy Frazer talks about last week's 
tragic events at Westminster and the progress on the 
development of Ely junction north 


L ast week was a tragic 
week in Westminster. It 
was a tragedy for those 
innocent people who were 
killed and for their family 
and friends. 

Pc Palmer lost his life 
protecting us. It was a 
reminder of the superb job 
that the police do day in, 
day out, protecting us in the 
Houses of Parliament and in 
our communities. 

Taking place, as it did, in 
the Houses of Parliament, it 
was intended to be an attack 
on our democratic values. 
But those values are at the 
heart of our society and 
remain so. 

The definition of 
'terrorism' includes 
'intimidation' but if we 


are not intimidated those 
wishing to terrorise us fail. 

So, in the day and days 
after the attack, it was 
business as usual, as far as 
possible. And I was delighted 
to join with other MPs and 
key stakeholders at Ely 
station two days later to 
celebrate progress on the 
development of Ely junction 
north. 

The Cambridge Greater 
Peterborough LEP and 
New Anglia LEP agreed to 
provide £3.3 million each 
which, together with £2.2 
million from the Strategic 
Freight Network, will allow 
detailed feasibility studies 
to be undertaken taking this 
project to the next stage. 

There is a need for a 


significant increase in freight 
and passenger capacity 
through the Ely area and this 
will assist in that process. 

As work continues on the 
Ely bypass, I am delighted to 
see our road and rails getting 
the support and attention 
they deserve!

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


U Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

D Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking sen/ice? Confirm the date 
of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

LI Insurance - check on your home contents 

insurance policies to ensure that you are covered 
for the move, and covered at your new address. 

Q Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move.

LI Telecommunications - Notify your telephone and 
broadband provider and ask them to make the 
necessary arrangements for a final account at your 
present address, and for taking over or installing 
telephone and broadband facilities at your new home.

Austen's hero. 

Renishaw Hall in Derbyshire was 
the setting for Pemberley this time 
around and each of the five 
episodes began with a watercolour 
tableau in the style of artist - and 
Jane Austen contemporary - 
Thomas Rowlandson. 

Fay Weldon wrote the TV 
adaptation and said: "I hope it 
makes Pride and Prejudice 
accessible to those who might never 
have read the book and pleasurable 
for those who know it well.” 

Jane Austen, who died 200 years 
ago on July 18, described Fitzwil- 
liam Darcy as a wealthy gentleman 
with an income of £10,000 a year. She 
wrote: "He soon drew the attention of 
the room by his fine, tall person, 
handsome features, noble mien.” 


N OVELIST Jane Austen created 
the ultimate romantic hero in 
Pride And Prejudice, but never 
met her own Mr Darcy. 

She died at the age of 41 still 
inattached, but her literary creation 
ets the benchmark for talk, dark, 
Landsome men in need of a bride to 
his day. 

Many actors have attempted to fill the 
hoes of the fictional hero. British actor 
nd future Maigret and Dr Finlay's 
Casebook producer Andrew Osborn 
ras the first to tackle the role on 
elevision. He appeared in a 1938 movie 
ersion on the fledgling Beeb with 
Velsh-born actress Curigwen Lewis as 
Elizabeth Bennet. 

The classic love story was given the 
lollywood treatment two years later 
dien Laurence Olivier stepped into the 
ole - although the film studio's first 
hoice was apparently Gone With The 
Vind star Clark Gable. Errol Flynn, 
lobert Donat and Robert Taylor were 
Iso names in the running for the part. 
Olivier later said: "I was very unhappy 
rith the picture. It was difficult to make 
)arcy into anything more than an 
mattractive-looking prig, and darling 
freer (Garson) seemed to me all wrong 
s Elizabeth.” 

The black and white movie also 
noved the story to a later time period 
nd the publicity declared: 

Bachelors beware! Five 
;orgeous beauties are on a 
nadcap manhunt!" 

New Yorker Phil Silvers was 
ven asked to screen test for the 
ole of the vicar, but the offer 
ras never serious. Instead 
novie bosses gleefully f 
howed the resulting 
ootage around 
lollywood. The comedy 
tar later wrote in his 
utobiography: "These 


white versions 
from the 1950s 
have since been lost. 

The BBC's 1967 version was 
produced to mark the 150th 
anniversary of Jane Austen's death. 
The six-part series was the first 
colour adaptation of Pride And 
Prejudice, although it only featured 
four of the five Bennet sisters from 
the novel. Bookworm Mary was 
never mentioned. 

Australian actor Lewis Flander 
played Darcy and Dyrham Park in 
Gloucestershire stood in for Darcy's 
estate of Pemberley. 

Pride And Prejudice did not 
return to the small screen again 
until 1980, when David Rintoul, 
who went on to play the title role in 
Doctor Finlav, appeared as 


three minutes were perhaps the 
funniest I've ever done." 

There was even talk of an MGM 
movie version of Pride And 
Prejudice in 1947, but the project 
was scrapped and it was left to Peter 
Cushing to appear next as Mr 
Darcy, in a six-part BBC 
adaptation in 1952. The cast 
included a young Prunella 
Scales as Lydia, the wayward 
youngest Bennet sister. 

The same script was 
adapted in 1958 for another 
BBC series with Manches¬ 
ter-born actor Alan 
Badel as Darcy. 
The series was 
also shown in Aus¬ 
tralia, but copies of 
both the black and 


Laurence Olivier, pictured with 
Greer Garson, was not a fan 




However, he snubbed heroine 
Elizabeth on their first meeting 
declaring: "She is tolerable, but not 
handsome enough to tempt me.” 

Multi award-winning writer 
Andrew Davies brought the story to 
life for modern audiences with his 
famous 1995 adaptation starring 
Colin Firth and Jennifer Ehle. 

His scene showing Darcy in a wet 
shirt has been called one of the most 
unforgettable moments in British TV 
history, although it was never part of 
Austen's original novel. 

Oscar-winning actor Colin Firth 
has never resented playing Darcy, 
despite becoming so strongly 
identified with the role, saying "If it 
wasn't for him I might be languish¬ 
ing, but part of me thinks I should 
do this postmodern thing, change 
my name by deed poll to Mr Darcy. 
Then people can come up to me and 
say 'But you are not Mr Darcy' which 
would be different. I dare say it will 
be my saving grace when the only 
employment available to me is 
opening supermarkets dressed in 
breeches and a wig." 

The BBC series inspired Helen 
Fielding to write the bestselling 
Bridget Jones novels, which later saw 
Colin Firth playing the love of 
Bridget's life, Mark Darcy, in the 
movie adaptations. 

Matthew MacFadyen and Keira 
Knightley provided the romance in 
the 2005 film and Emma Thompson 
was given a special 'thank you' 
credit at the end of the movie for an 
uncredited rewrite of the script. 

As for Jane Austen herself, she was 
buried in Winchester Cathedral with 
no mention of her literary fame on 
her tomb. A brass plaque was added 
later by a nephew saying she was 
"known to manv bv her writings”

I 
always feel really at home there,” 
the mum-of-three notes of 
Scandinavia. "I've always loved 
the design. I've always loved the 
architecture, the furniture, the 
fashion, the food. 

"I love all the fish 
and how they use a lot 
of dill. There's mild 
aniseed-y flavours, 
even liquorice is used 
in food a lot. 

"I love the way they 
use barley and oats. 

And baking is some¬ 
thing I come back to 
time and time again. 

They use quite a lot of carda¬ 
mom, and I just absolutely adore 
it. I often find myself sneaking 
some cardamom and cinnamon 
into batters.” 

Rachel's mother Hallfridur - a 
former art student, who was 19 
and visiting Dublin for a 
weekend when she met Allen’s 
father - was a creative cook, and 
fused Nordic with Irish stand¬ 
ards.

Most of us have a soft 
spot for our mothers' 
cooking, and for Rachel 
Allen, it's helped inspire 
her latest cookbook. 

The Irish chef talks to 
KEELEY BOLDER about 
her Icelandic heritage 
and food as nostalgia 

casseroles bubbling away in the 
Aga, and whip up cardamom- 
infused cakes, igniting a young 
Rachel's interest in food in the 
process. 

But central as food is to her 
life, the chef, is dubious about 
calling herself a 'foodie! 

"When I was growing up, it 
wasn’t about people 
being 'foodies,"' she says. 
"I was born in the 
Seventies, it was a 
different thing then. 

Mum loved to cook and 
put food on the table. We 
didn't go to farmers' 
markets but we always 
had great food from the 
butcher down the road, 
always lovely casseroles and 
soups. I took it for granted then, 
and of course, growing up, you 
realise, 'Wow, she really did a 
great job!” 

Now, Rachel celebrates that 
'great job' in her latest cookbook, 
Recipes From My Mother. 

It also draws on the beloved 
dishes her friends' mums passed 
down to them, from soda breads, 
to kedgerees and creamy rice 
puddings, and acknowledges the

Moet & Chandon Imperial 
NV (widely available; the 
best price at the moment is 
£32.50 in Asda, Waitrose 
and Tesco, 12% abv). This is 
a classic champagne which 
most people will have heard 
of and has been Moet's 
flagship champagne since 
1869. It's a blend in almost 
equal measures of the 
classic champagne grapes 
pinot noir, pinot meunier 
and chardonnay and has a

tantalising nose of crisp apples 
and citrus, with vanilla and 
newly-baked cake; with good 
bubbles and a crisp acidity. 

Henri Delattre Rose Cham¬ 
pagne (£14.99, Lidl, 12% abv). 
This is in Lidl's current Wine 
Cellar Collection and is a 
pretty pink for the pretty 
mum in your life. It's the 
colour of strawberry sorbet 
and has aromas of strawber¬ 
ries and cream, a flash of 
citrus and a hint of vanilla 
and shortbread. The bubbles 


are giddy and flavours of red 
fruits, raspberries and strawber¬ 
ries are restrained - it's a shame 
the flavours don't last a bit longer 
in the mouth. But otherwise an 
easy-drinking decent value 
champers. 

Freixenet Cordon Negro (RRP 
£10, Sainsbury's, Tesco, 
Morrisons, Asda, Waitrose, 
Ocado 11.5% abv). This is 
\ another classic fizz which I'm 
^ sure you'll have seen in shops 
many, many times. The iconic 
black bottle holds a tasty 

I cava which is made in the 
same way as champagne. 
Give cava a chance! That's 
what I say. In fact I might 
print some T-shirts. The 
wine is a blend of Catalan 
6 grapes parellada, macabeo 
- and xarel-lo and has a good 


balance of green fruit aromas, 
slightly toasty, and on the palate is 
long and elegant with lemon and 
pear. 

Shorn Fizz Pinot Grigio 
(£8.75, Oddbins, 12.5% abv). 

This pretty fizz is from the historic 
New Zealand area of Gisborne 
where Captain James Cook first 
landed in the country in 1769. If 
mum likes prosecco I'm sure she'll 
like this. It has gentle bubbles in 
the glass (they aren't excitable but 
they do the job) which deliver 
popsicles of pear and apple 
aromas. The flavour is similar to 
prosecco with a touch of creami¬ 
ness which softens the palate. 

■ Kopparberg has brought out 
two new ciders which look all 
dressed up and glam in their 
sparkling bottle outfits. They even 


have proper corks but I can't pop 
one of them so I'm waiting for The 
Better Half to get home so I can 
try it. For that reason today I'm 
sharing words on Kopparberg 
Sparkling Rose Cider Raspberry 
(£5, Asda, 7% abv); its sister 
cider is strawberry. It seems odd 
to pop a cork and then drink 
fruit-flavoured cider but for 
marketing purposes I guess it 
gives them a point of difference. 
It's a refreshing glass, sprightly, 
summery and the raspberry isn't 
too sweet and overpowering.

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INGREDIENTS 

2 red peppers 
2 yellow peppers 
175ml extra-virgin olive oil 
24 cherry tomatoes 
4 red onions, each cut into 6 wedges 
2 aubergines, cut into slices 5-7mm thick 
2 courgettes, cut into slices 5-7mm thick 
200g feta cheese 
30 black olives 
Sea salt and freshly 
ground black pepper 
For the dressing: 

3tbsp extra-virgin olive 
oil 

Itbsp sherry vinegar 
2tsp coriander seeds 
2tbsp chopped fresh 
coriander 

METHOD 

1. Preheat the oven 
to 200°C/Gas mark 
6. Rub the whole 
peppers all over with one 
tablespoon of the olive oil, place 
on a roasting tin and roast in the 
oven for 45-60 minutes. 

2. Halve the cherry tomatoes 
across the equator and place in a 
bowl, then add the onion wedges. 

Pour 75ml of the olive oil into 
the bowl and toss to coat the 
vegetables, season with salt and 
pepper. Push the peppers up to 


one end of the roasting tin and tip 
the tomatoes, onions and all the 
oil in the bowl into the other end 
of the tray. Place back in the oven 
to roast. When the tomatoes are 
juicy and tender and the onions 
are roasted and golden, tip them 
out onto a plate and set aside. 

3. The peppers at this stage might 
be tender; if they 
are, take them out, 
place in a bowl and 
cover with cling film. 

Pour the juices 
from the tray over 
the tomatoes and 
onions. If the 
peppers are not yet 
cooked, pop them 
back in the oven. 

4. Place a griddle 
pan over a high heat. 

Meanwhile, place 
the aubergines and 
courgettes in a bowl, pour the 
remaining oil over them and 
season with salt and pepper. 

When the griddle pan is good 
and hot, place the slices in a 
single layer (youTl need to do this 
in batches) on the pan and cook 
for two minutes on either side 
until deep golden in colour. Take 
out and place with the tomatoes 
and onions on the plate.

5. When the peppers have cooled 
enough to handle, peel off the 
cling film and peel and deseed 
the peppers. Discard the peel and 
seeds but keep all the juices. Pour 
over the other vegetables. Tear the 
pepper flesh into strips and 
arrange over the vegetables. 

6. Next, make the dressing. Place 
the oil and vinegar in a bowl. 

Put the coriander seeds into a 
dry frying pan over a medium- 
high heat and cook for a minute 
until roasted and slightly darker. 

Tip out into a mortar and grind 
with a pestle while still hot and 
add to the dressing. Taste for 
seasoning and adjust if needed.

2. Place the flour, sugar 
and baking powder in a 
bowl and whisk to mix. 
Rub the butter into the 
dry ingredients. Place 
the egg yolk in a small 
bowl. Add the milk and 
vanilla extract and whisk 
to mix. Pour the wet 
ingredients into the dry 
ingredients and mix to a 
dough. 

3. Tip the dough out 
onto a floured work 
surface, dust with a little 
flour and roll out to a 
rectangle to fit the 
prepared tin. Transfer to 


the tin and smooth out 
so that it is evenly spread 
in the bottom of the tin. 
Spread the apricot jam 
evenly over the dough. 

4. Place the egg white in 
a bowl and whisk until 
frothy. Sift in the icing 
sugar and add the 
almond essence, then 
spread thinly over the 
jam. It will be quite 
sloppy. Scatter the 
flaked almonds over the 
top. 

5. Bake in the oven for 
20-25 minutes until 
golden brown all over. 

6. Take out of the oven 
and allow to cool for a 
few minutes, then cut 
into fingers to serve.
